Printers catching at this 
weakness in such suckers flatter 
them with their services until 
they squeeze them dry of both wind 
and wallet and leave the paper like 
‘ats a sinking ship to take up with 
the next man who wants to become 
an editor. And here they come from 
every quarter and corner, some with 
patent outsides filled with quack ad- 
vertisements, others ealled circus 
names as if advertising some rare 
imal, and some about as large asa 
small rag, and actually printed as 
dailies in towns with not more than 
acloset full of inhabitants. The mat- 
ter of Course is childish and personal, 
the advertising taken for a mess of 
turnip greens or a handful of potatoes, 
and the support of the papers is alto- 
gether on the sympathies of the pub- 
lic and not from any demand that 
the paper of itself creates. And, to- 
day, to top them all, we are hhatided 
by a friend a little paper, the sniall- 
est of them all, called The Last and 
edited in regular negro style in the 
town of Wilson. The editor in his

a paper.’ Andagain he says: “We 
started dis paper ‘cause we felt dat 
our labors were needed in de jurnel- 
istic field. Weare fully qualified for 
de posishun as editer.”” Well, we 
vive itup. What next?

He has all pessible attention by 
his fanoily and friends, and is more 
cheerful to-day, and is slightly im- 
proving though it will be some time 
before he is able to enter upon his 
arduous Jabors.

BELKNAP. 

The managers met the plea to the 
jurisdiction very effectually by the 
answer that while the committee 
were considering the Articles of Im-

A very large proportion of it, es- 
pecially of the older isssues, will be 
found to be counterfeit, and of 
course they will be thrown out. 
This tact may keep fractional cur- 
rency in circulation longer than if it 
were genuiue, for as few persons ar? 
able to tell a good note from « bad 
one, the latter, which have done 
good service will be kept longer on 
duty. 


THE LIBEL CASE. 

The State vs. the Editor and Pro- 
prietors of the NEws, Josiah Turner, 
Jr., prosecutor, for alleged libel was 
tried yesterday before Judge Henry. 
The testimony was not coneluded at 
the time of this writing, and we for- 
bear any comment. We publish the 
articles upon which the indictment 
was founded. The public can judge 
how much liblel there is in them: 
FROM THE DAILY NEWS OF MAY 24,

made by “Patron” last week that the 
editor of the sentinel made the propo-

The Sentinel has replied to the 
charge of ‘‘Patron,’’ denying that he 
had ever been connected in any way 
with the alleged attempt to bribe Mr. 
Atwater. Mr. Turner says he hal 
never heard of the transaction uutil 
brought forward by ‘ Patron.” It 
will strike hia readers as very singu- 
far that Mr. Turner. so apt to pick up 
the minutest details of the acts of 
others, should be so ignorant of what 
concerns himself. The allegation 
has been nosecret in Orange. jt has 
been freely canvassed since the day 
of election. But ‘*Patron”’ is able to 
take care of himself, and as he is just 
on his veracity, no doubt can make 
his charges good, 


THE SELLING OF WHITE PAU} 
PERS. 

The transaction we alluded toa 
day or two ago as transpiring in 
Jones county must not be forgotten 
as one of those trifles of local exist- 
ence and local interest. They em- 
body a principle in which every 
white man in the State is concerned. 
The civil rights bill aimed its deadly 
blow at Anglo-Saxon supremacy by 
an effort to consign to one dead 
level races between whom the Cre- 
ator had fixed the most significant 
of outward distinctions and the 
most striking of mental and moral 
differences. The transaction in 
Jones goes farther than this. It 
subverts, and puts the white race 
under the foot of the negro. if 
this is tolerated how far will it not 
go? <A victory once gained, the 
fruits of it will be secured if possi- 
ble. Not that the evil can possibly 
become a general one. But the 
principle of white degradation and 
slavery to an inferior race once ad- 
mitted, the prestige of the white 
race is broken. It has submitted 
to the yoke and it has accepted the 
name and condition of Stave! 

Who is responsible for this infa- 
mous brand upon the glory of the 
Anglo-Saxon? That party, which 
in its insane parsuit of power and 
place, levels all distinction of raca 
and condition, abandons all consid- 
erations of decency and propriety 
ignores all restraints of honesty and 
morality, and pushes headlong to 
its goal over the ruin of the nicely 
constructed fabric of society. 

Is this party fit to rule a white 
race which makes that white race 


the inferior, the slave of the negro ? 

We would drop, if we could, these 
race issues, since all are politically 
equal. But the Republican party 
will not permit it, since they con- 
stantly obtrude doctrines and prin- 
ciples so offensive that they must 
not be tolerated,

A COLORED MAN’S ADDRESS TO 
HIS RACE. 

We publish below the address of 
the Rev. Garland H. White, colored, 
to the colored people of the coun- 
try. What good it may do, we will 
not conjecture. It contains words 
of wisdom if the colored people 
would heed them. Bat as we see 
them around us fast bound in the 
chains of party, we have little ex- 
pectation that the clearer views and 
enlightened experience of thinking 
colored men will act to produce any 
sudden change in the action or con- 
dition of the negro masses. Yet it 
is evident that more cultivated col- 
ored men have got to thinking, and 
their ideas may in time find accept- 
ance with their race : 


ADDRESS TO THE COLORED PEOPLE 
OF THE COUNTRY. 


The undersigned in behalf of the 
National Indepesdent Political 
Union, and all persons who favor 
the suecess of good government, the 
return to an honest administration 
of all its depariments, and local self- 


government forall the States, take 


this method of communicating with 
the colored voters of the country on 
the political issues of the day. 

The numerous letters received 

from all sections of the country, and 
the many expressions favorable to 
the movement, coming from our rep- 
resentative men genetally, impel us 
to issue this address, 2nd we earnest- 
ly desire that our fellow-citizens all 
over the country, disgusted with the 
appalling increase of bribery, fraud, 
and corruption, will go to work in 
their respective cities and towns,and 
organize for the purpose of putting 
their views into practice at the polls 
in the coming election by voting for 
none but men whose purity of char- 
acter is unquestionabie 

Feliow-citizens, industrious efforts 
have been made by the corrupt 
friends of the present Administra- 
tion to convey the impression that 
the colored voters of the country are 
all in favor of the re-election of 
President Graft. Such is not the 
fact. A very large portion of us fake 
different yiews of our political daty, 
but we area'l tired of our political 
serfdom. ‘The most intelligent ofus 
are opposed to the fJoathsvae cor- 
ruptions and tyranpica! usurpacions 
of the Republican party. We are 
opposed to President Grant ; for asa 
statesinan, he deserves the censure 
of his couutryjnen for having made 
thenameof an American citizeu a 
bye-word; for having prostituted his 
high office by tbe appointment of 
sensual, vicious, abandoned and pro- 
fi ate men of mean or'gin unknown 
to the country, audcorrupt personal 
friends and re'‘atiyes, to places of 
trust and emolument. We are op- 
posed tothe present leaders of the 
paity, prominent among whom are 
Senxtors Morton, of Indiana and

former, but a few years ago, ergued 
in bis State against giving the suf- 
frage to colored meu, while the lat- 
tery has proved himeel? ihe most cor- 
rupt politi¢ian in the country.

and therefore we are opposed tit, 
aud wi!l use our best efforts to defeat 
itin the coming election. We will 
dothis because we have not had one

Feilow citizens, Jet us not doubt 
the good faita of those whose patri- 
otism have biought them ever to the 
right side, uotil there be proof to the 
coatrary. Asyet, we who cherish 
all that you are contending for, and 
hold most sacred, assure ywu, there 
is not one particle of doubt, that un- 
der an economie and just adminis- 
tration of the government, you will 
ebjoy allthe rights, privileges and 
immunities of American citizenship! 
Feliow citizens, we cannot afford to 
longer ignore our own i terest», the 
peace and prosperity of our country, 
by giving cur undivided support to

With this plain and unvarnish:d 
statement, we Jeave the question to 
the candid, enlightened judgment, 
and careful consideration of the
